LESSON FOR OCTOBER 8 


PAUL BEFORE FELIX. 


LESSON TEXT-Acts 31. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Herein I also exercise 
ihyself to have a, conscience void of of- 
fense toward God and-men always.—Acts 
24:16. 


This is a court scene, and it might 


be well with certain classes to intro- 
duce the lesson by describing such a 
gathering. 
The lesson occurred five 


days after the last lesson, and twelve 
days after Paul reached Jerusalem, 
bearing the collection for the poor. 
The place, Caesarea, was the Roman 
capital of Judea. 


I. The Prisoner's Examination (w, 


1-9). 
In addition to the Roman gov- 


ernor, Felix, attired in his gorgeous 
official regalia, on a platform nearby, 
were the high priest of the Jews, in his 
highly colored and jeweled robes, the 
lawyer, Tertullus, in his Roman toga, 
and the elders of the Sanhedrin who 
had come down from Jerusalem to be 
witnesses against Paul. Of Tertullus 
it was- said that, by his persuasive 
tongue, he could make white seem 
black, and could therefore more easily 
make it appear that Paul was "a dan- 
ger to the Roman power, and not mere- 
ly a turbulent and renegade Jew." Tha 
judge, Felix, was an exceptionally bad 
governor, who two years later was re- 
called by Nero to Rome. The infer- 
ence of verse two is that Paul was an. 
inciter of rebellion and robberies, but 
the exact charges were three-fold: 
(See TV. 5-6) (a)., that Paul was a 
mover of insurrection ; (b) that he was 
a ringleader of a sect of Nazarenes 
.who were causing trouble in the prov- 
ince': and (c) that he had profaned the 
'Jewish "temple at 
Jerusalem. The 


• charge of insurrection would be espe- 
cially obnoxious to Felix who had just 
:been praised for keeping peace in his 
'dominion. That of being a leader ot 
;heresy was not serious, for the Romans 
jhad no desire to interfere between one 
Jewish sect and • another, but it led to 
the last one, viz., profaning' the tem- 
ple. 
The Romans had legalized the 


Jewish ritual, and for Paul to profane 
ithe holy place would be a serious out- 
,rage. The weakness of Tertullus' case 
was that he produced no evidence to 
support -his-charges.- The accusers 
were there, but they had no witnesses. 


II. The Prisoner's Defense (vv. 10-21). 


Paul cheerfully made his defense, for 
he knew the Jews~ and their customs, 
•-aftcF^thfttr Felix 'had married' a Jewess, 
(v. 24)., We might consider this de- 
fense first negatively and "then positive- 
ly. On the negative side, Paul answers 
'each '._charge/, seriatim. 
In the first 


| place there had not be'en time for him 
Ito cause an-insurrection (v.-11). Going

jPaul was a true Jew and a good 
Pharisee, for (1) he worshiped,-the 
•same God (v. 14); (2) he believed In 
the: Jewish law and' prophets.; -JTrorn 
them he kne-.v he could prove that 
Jesus was the Messiah. (3) He agreed 
with the Pharisees (v. 15) in hope to- 
ward God, a resurrection from 
tn<> 


dead and immortal life. Paul's life was 
"void of offense" toward God In heart 
and worship, and toward men as shown 
in good deeds. It was for this that he 
exercised himself. .Literally, he worked 
upon the raw material, disciplining 
and training it. Paul answers the third 
charge by a simple denial that it had 
actually taken place, and calls for wit- 
nesses. Positively, Paul explains that 
he had followed the God of his fathers, 
that he believed in fulfilled prophecy— 
literally the resurrection of Jesus from 
the dead—that he came to Jerusalem' 
with alms for the poor, and, as before 
the council, he stands upon his in-; 
tegrity. 
j 


III. The Judge's Delay (vv. 22-27)J 


Felix had a "more perfect knowledge j 
of that way." We believe he had so- j 
cured this knowledge from Philip, the j 
evangelist, and from Cornelius, the Ro- 
man centurion, both of whom lived in ! 
Caesarea. 
By deferring his decision, i 


Felix avoided an outrageous injustice I 
to Paul, and at the same time gave ' 
serious 
offense 
to 
the troublesome i 


Jews who knew of his evil conduct, i 
From verse twenty-three we see that \ 
Paul was given liberty, literally such ' 
Indulgence in freedom ,as would be con- 
sistent with his safet^. Luke, the phy- i 
sician, and Philip, the'evangelist, vis- 
ited him here, bringing food, books and 
letters. After a time Felix and his 
wife., Drusilla, sent for Paul to talk 
with him "concerning the faith in 
Christ." 
Drusilla was a daughter of 


Herod Agrippa I (vv. 12-23), and a sis- 
! 


ter of Herod II (See Ch. 26). She was 
a beautiful woman, much younger than 
Felix who was possibly about sixty 
years of r -e. She and l.«.er only child 
perished \j. the eruption of Vesuvius.

Windows Even With Floor Ventilate 


Schoolroom • 
How the problem of schoolroom 


ventilation was solved by a California 
school superintendent, is told in the 
October Popular Mechanics Magazine 
In his study of the situation the sup- 
erintendent found that ordinary win- 
dows are not properly placed to take 
off the heavier gases generated by 
the breathing of several persons in 
a room, and that ventilators close to 
the floor , are necessary.

Answering an inquiry as to the ad- 


visibility of using hogs in the orchard 
Dr. J. P. Stewart, head of the de- 
partment of experimental pomology 
at the Pennsylvania State College, 
replied that they may be useful un- 
der proper conditions. 
Ordinarily, 


according to Dr. Stewart, one may 
use as many as five hogs to the acre 
if they receive a satisfactory amount 
of feed and also have some green 
material aside from the bark on the 
trees. It is also important that the 
trees themselves be large enough to 
avoid injury through rubbing. Un- 
der such conditions hogs should be 


f generally satisfactory unless the par- 
ticular individuals have an unusual 
streak of perversity. 


The possible benefits to accrue, 


from keeping hogs in the orchard 
will be that they will keep the drop- 
ped and wormy fruit cleared up, and 
to some extent will keep the soil 
stirred up. 
Where too many hogs 


are placed in an orchard, however, 
or where any of the conditions men- 
tioned are lacking, there is great dan- 
ger of the hogs attacking the trees 
directly and barking them to con- 
siderable height 
This sometimes

A few 'years ago the abandoned 


farms of New England caused a good 
deal of talk. 
Some states prepared 


lists of such properties for the pur- 
pose of getting owners or tenants for 
these farms, and some other states 
that had no abandoned farms but 
didn't want to be out of style pro- 
duced lists of farms which could be 
had.

With the passing 
of the abandoned farm has come a 
subsidence of back to the land talk.

It applies to all labor for and 
on behalf of the general government, 
whether by contract or direct employ- 
ment, and commands the insertion of 
the EightHour clause in all contracts 
for the public service.

idents.
